Editor Bulletin:—Would you kind- 
ly give space in your valuabie paper” 
fer the following grievances of the 


people of. Spruce Grove. Si 
The eisctors of Spruce Grove would 
like to remind the government of the 
Northwest Territories of the great 
mic<tike and injustise done by ‘ihe can- 
etllation.of the old established Stat- 
ute Laicr Districts and the instita- 
tion in their stead of what they call 
eouncils. If the government had 
corsulted the people in regard to 
‘boundaries, that is wher: natural 
boundaries exist; I think it would be 
far more sitisfactory to all concerned 
and ic would look as if the govern- 
ment wished to work in accord with 
the people wherever it could be done 
with best results. However, this 
was not done and it looks as if the re- 
presentatives at Regina took a pe- 
cil and dotted a map on the wall, and 
said, Here are the districts, no mat- 
ter whether the interests in one part 
would conflict with that of another 
and retard the general advancement 
of the same, as in the one whiaqh: I am 
about to refer to. I will here try to 
vive 2n example. Take Belmont 
district, which liesabout 7or 8 miles 


N.E. of Edmonton, to which has been : 


added € miles west of Edmonton where 
the peopie of Beimont perhaps do not 
travel once in five years, and in which 
part they are not very likely to be 
much interested in spending a great 
deol of money, whereas the people of 
Spruce Giove and Stony Plain have 
to travel this road every time they 
ge to Edmonton, their only market. 
This piece of road, which is known as 
the swamp, is about three miles’ in 
length and requires improvement 
much more than any other between 
Spruce Grove and Edmonton. The 
government might say they spent 
considerable on this part alreadv, and 
there is no doubt but they have; but 
there is one way of spending judicially 
and unother of throwing money away, 
the sime as was done where the piles 
were driven in that dite last winter. 
The:e was a pctition signed by a large 
majotiiy of the electors of Spruce 
Grove and forwarded to the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works at Rezina, 
asking that the government include 
the part above named in Spruce Grove 
district; but whethcr this has ar- 


rived at its destination or is still tra- 


velling, we have not heard, and I am 
inforzsed the clectors of Belmont 


have petitioned the government to 


withdraw Lbe part in question from 
their district. However, there is no 
heed paid to our petitions, and the 
time will soon be past to do work 
that would be of a permanent benefit 
to the road. Hoping we wiil hear 
something of the lost soon, I am,

in preparation for the discussion by 
narliament of the question of Lord 
Dundonald’s dismissal, his Lordship 
has made a formal statement for pub- 
fication in the newspapers setting 
forth his side of the case from begin- 
ming to end. The document is evi- 
dently carefully prepared and ‘is 
worded in an entirely different strain 
from his remarks at - the Montreal 
banquet, which cpened the difficulty. 


His Proper Course 


Had there been reason for his dis- 
sctisfaction with the conduct of the 
Canadian governmert such as would 
warrant the remarks he then made, 
it would have becn better for all 
parties, and very much betier for his 
own credit, had he severed his con- 
nection with the service of the gov- 
ernment of whose policy and admin- 
istration he did not approve, and 
giveu his reasons therefore in a pa- 
per such as he has now submitted for 
the consideration of the Canadian peo- 
ple. In that case he would have 
been strictly in the right as far as 
his action was concerned, and would 
not have laid himself open as Com- 
mander in Chief of the Canadian 
forces to a charge of utter breach of 
military discipline, as well as of rank 
discourtesy to those in whose service 
he was. However, he chose his own 
course, and whatever regret there 
may be he must abide by the conse- 
querces.

Wanted More Money 


It would appear from these para- 
sraphs of his memorandum that his 
‘real ebjection to the government’s 
conduct of the militia force was that 
it would not spend money as liberal- 
ly upon it as he desired, and that 
his further complaints of interference 
iad its administration were merely a 
minor detail. This part of Lord Dun- 
donald’s statement changes the posi- 
tion very materially. Instead of the 
yuestion between himself and the 
government being a matter of the 
appointment of officers, it was clear- 
ly a matter of expenditure. Had the 
fovernment been able to meet Lord 
Dundonaid’s views in regard to the 
Wider organization ard fuller equip- 
ment of the militia force, it is to be 
judged from the tenor of his state- 
ment, that he would not have found 
such grave fault, if any at all, with 
the interference in appointments. of 
which he now complains so bitterly 


The Present Government Has Doubled the 

Militia Expenditure 

It is well that the people of Can- 
ada should have this fact carefully 
and clearly placed before them. Can- 
ada has been used for many years to 
spending in the neighborhood of one 
or two million doilars a year upon 
its militia. Last year the sum was 
raore than doubled, and most people 
then thought that the rate of pro- 
gress thus shown in militia expendi- 
ture was at least sufficient for the 
time. .It now ‘appears, however, that 
in the cpinion of Lord Dundonald, be- 
cause these expenditures ‘were not 
doubled cr trebled or perhaps cven 
more greatiy increased, the govern- 
ment of Canada lacks sympathy with 
militia improvement and the people 
of Canada are living in a fool’s para- 
dise. 
Military Conditions the Same for Eighty Years 

Possibly Lord Dundonald is strictly 
richt in bis conclusion; but the peo- 
ple of Ganada have been living in the 
same fool’s paradise for several gen- 
erations and have not as yet suffered 
sericusly because of their so living. 
They may, therefore be excused for 
not at once, or the mere advent of 
Lord Dundonald, awakening to the 
necessity of an expenditure of say, 
five or ten millions a year on militia 
instead of one or two, when there 
is no more prospect of an actual ne- 
eessity for that large expenditure 
than there has been for the past 
eighty years. 


Sympathy Shows in Cash, not in Talk 
Most people thought when the mil- 
itia estimates of last year came 
down, that the government was 
showing a very active sympathy with 
the work of the improvement of the 
militia, and when that sympathy, ex- 
pressed by an additional vote of over 
a million dollars, is met by Lord Dun- 
donald’s public assertion that it 
shows a lack of sympathy, and that 
the people of Canada are fee!s if they 
do net demand.a largely increased ex- 
penditure, it becomes v¥ery evident 
that Lord Dundenald was « very dif- 
ficult officer for the government of 
Canada to work harmonious!y with.

ally unqualified. The training-ground 
necessary “o qua‘ify these officers on 
a scheme prepared by me and approv- 
ed of by council could have been '‘pro- 
vided for a comparatively trifling sum 
of Money. An adequate artillery range 
is urgentiy required. A reccmmenda- 
tion by me that Jecal camps be pro- 
vided suitable to moderna conditions of 
war training was struck out of my 
second anhual report, though it is no- 
torfous to every thinking militia offi- 


ter that several of these camps are 
urgentiy required. 
There being n> central camp this 


year, I appiied on May 22 to be per- 
mitted to how this September two 
short courses of instruction, accompan- 
ied by staff rides, for a ‘timited num- 
ber of field officers. This I hoped 
would in some siight measure qualify 
urgent cases requiring promotion. My 
recommendation was rejected by Sr 
Frederick Borden, no reason being 
given. 

One of my plans fer the ‘mprovement 
ef the miitia has heen the issue of 
large Ulustrated placards for their in- 
struction. Recentiy I desired to bring 
these up to daie, according to the 
latest ideas. Though I had got the 
new plates and letter-press ready fer 
the printers, my application to have 
them printed was returned, endorsed, 
“Postponed.” No reasons eccompanted 
the ruling. 

It may ‘ve a matter of ‘ndifference 
to some whether the mUitia lacks guns, 
rifies, ammunition, equipment and all 
that is necessary te make a fighting 
force efficient. It may be a matter of 
indifference to some whether the great 
Northwest with its splendid fighting 
mater‘a! be left im a defenceless state 
and withcut a gun, with patriot:c of- 
fers to organize urgentiy needed corps 
ignored. Above atl it msy be a matter 
ef indifference ‘to some whether other 
considerations besides military consid- 
erations infwuence the choice and ad- 
vancement of the miittary leaders of 
the peope. But as I am now free to 
speak more epenty on matters, I have 
cften referred to in pubic, I desire 
tere emphatically to warn the people 
of Canada that though they may be 
indebted fer the integrity of their ter- 
ritory, and indeed, their national exist- 
enee, to the forbearance of others, they 
are, as regards the‘r preparation Tor 
war and their state of readiness to 
succesefully resist aggress:‘on, living in 
a, foov’s parad:se.
